The In terstate System, when 
it is completed in 1972, will con- 
stitu te an arterial national high­ 
way system carrying 20 p* rcent 
of all highway traffic. A rteries 
alone do not make a complete 
circulatory system, and the In­ 
terstate System does not serve 
all highway needs. There must 
also be local roads of all types 
and connecting links betveen 
major expressways. 
Congressional leaders wisely j 
made provision for a gradual 
expansion of the regular Fed- 
eral-aid highway program at the 
same time that they provided 
for the completion of the In ter­ 
state System. It was determined 
that the regular program should 
be increased in increments of 
$25 million a year at least until 
it reached $1 billion a year.
